8:25 AM En route to my office, two teachers, when asked how their 
holiday had been, replied that it was too short. "Christ- 
mas holidays must be extended so that we can feel truly 
refreshed ..." 

8:30 AM Session with veteran Head's Secretary, Cynthia Drew, 
to tie up loose ends of crises past, and to check the calen- 
dar to anticipate what might lie ahead. 

9:20 AM Administrators' Meeting: 

Preliminary discussion on budget options. 

Adjustment to punishment - one week's gating to follow 

suspension: discuss. 

Timetabling and calendar update: discuss. 

Meeting runs through Break, and into the next class. 

10:35 AM I am late for my Form VII Political Science class. Still I 
deliver a brilliant explanation of the "pecking order of the 
British Peerage System."

11:50 AM On my way through the Student Centre, I watch helplessly 
as a student drops and breaks a thermos bottle in the Mail 
Room. 

11:52 AM I'm off to Ross Hall for an early lunch, but get intercepted 
by three senior students who rush up to complain that 
the winter holiday was too short - it must be extended. 
I notice that there is a dominant thought to this day . . . 

12:20 PM Back in my office going over some correspondence, I look 
up and see a few flakes of snow floating down. 25 cen- 
timeters will follow.

I make a note to mention it to David Turner and return 
to my correspondence. 

A senior science student pauses to discuss the renovations 
still going on in the Pattison Building. The student can't 
decide if she is more frustrated that the work wasn't fin- 
ished during the holidays than pleased that the work is 
finally being done ... I return to my correspondence. 
The first snowball of the year comes flying through the 
door outside my office. The laughter stays outside as the 
students choose to enter the school by a route different 
from the one taken by the snowball! I make a' note to men- 
tion snowballs-close-to-buildings to David Turner and re- 
turn to my correspondence. 

A noisy, laughing group of students come tumbling 
through the door, one of whom is white from head to foot, 
and (thank God) laughing as hard as the rest. They see 
me watching from my desk, and make a feeble attempt 
to brush off the snow and settle down. I return to my cor- 
respondence. 

The bell signals the end of classes for the day, and I switch 
from my correspondence to reports from the Ministry of 
Education. I regret that there are no school games being 
played so that I might legitimately leave the office and 
still be doing my job! 

The Plantation beckons and I prepare to walk home 
through the snow, but before I get out the door, the phone 
rings. It is a Ross House parent who apologizes profusely; 
she is unable to pick up her son at the appointed time, 
and would I track him down, inform him, and keep him 
busy until she gets here. I am on my way to do at least 
part of this when another student, a second former, stops 
me as he wants to know if I know where his saxophone 
might be. Fighting the temptation to disabuse him of the 
notion that "Headmasters know everything ..." I go with 
him to the theatre where he had last seen it before the 
holiday, and there it is. 

I walk to Centre Hall to deliver the message, making a 
mental note of several burnt or missing light bulbs along 
the way. I find the patient Ross House boy and tell him 
he'll have to be more patient. I disappear into the snow. 
I suppose it was as typical as any day at BCS. The stu- 
dents rushing to lunch was "exuberance unbound"; the 
snowball that whizzed past my office just might have been 
an accident; the broken thermos bottle certainly was an 
accident; and somehow, somewhere, we will have to find 
more teaching days so that the winter holiday can be a 
bit longer. Tuesday, January 4th, 1994: a day in the life 
of the Headmaster and no crisis - but then, it's only the 
first day of term.
